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Full Cordiner Report Points Way To Progress 


The Association of the U. S. Army in a resolution adopted at its 
Washington, D. C. convention (story on first page) has formally called 
for “prompt passage” of those portions of the Cordiner Report still pend- 
ing after enactment of its modified pay provisions. 

The Air Force Association at its recent meeting in Dallas (THE 
JouRNAL, 4 October) adopted a resolution asking Congress to enact the 
. “missing provisions” of the Cordiner Report. 

Both Associations recognized that substantial progress had been 
made in the field of career incentives by the enactment of the new pay 
system based principally upon the recommendations of the Cordiner 
Report. 

But they agreed that this should not be the end of progress and that 
further benefits to the government and the nation could be achieved 
through enactment of the remaining Cordiner recommendations, 

The Air Force Association mentioned specifically those portions of 
the Report recommending increases in quarters allowances, special pro- 
visions for personnel at remote and isolated stations, pay for extra haz- 
ardous duty in connection with new weapons not covered by current law; 
and career management provisions to allow more flexibility in promotion 
and retirement. A special resolution was adopted calling attention to the 
“unsolved problem” of housing. 

The Association of the U. S. Army’s resolution gave special mention 
to the areas of retired pay, family and troop housing, dependent medical 
and dental care, family travel, and post exchange and commissary privi- 
leges. 

All of these points were covered in the final report of that important 
committee headed by Mr. Ralph J. Cordiner, chairman of the Board of 
the General Electric Company. The Committee, therefore, must have 
felt that the revision of the pay system was not the only reform needed 
to establish career incentives sufficiently strong to create that stability 
of personnel required to increase efficiency and reduce costs. Otherwise 
it would not have included these further recommendations. 

But it was necessary to concentrate on pay alone in order to get 
that first important step taken. Even so it took a strong surge of national 
public opinion to secure the enactment of the pay bill. The Department 
of Defense and the Administration’s Bureau of the Budget backed water 
on the project for months before national opinion forced action. 

The same must be done with the remaining provisions. There will 
be a strong tendency in the Department, in Congress, and in the Adminis- 
tration to point to the pay bill and other helpful and praiseworthy pieces 
of legislation and say that enough already has been done for the Services. 

But with the help of these two powerful Associations and of the 
knowledgeable and understanding members of Congress, the subject can 
be kept alive and sooner or later progress made. THE JOURNAL, as in the 
past, will do its best to insure that the “missing provisions” are not for- 
gotten. 


Dual Purpose Missile A Natural Army Development 


Revelation of the dual potentiality of the Nike Hercules antiaircraft 
missile—it has been successfully test-fired as a ground-to-ground weapon 
—is a natural development of the traditional Army thinking along weap- 
on lines. Any weapon that can be put to use in more ways than one has 
added value. 

When the potential of the Nike Hercules was announced at Douglas 
Aircraft Company’s Charlotte plant (see story on Page 26), Maj. Gen. 
John B. Medaris, Commanding General of the Army Ordnance Missile 
Command, recalled that guns designed specifically for antiaircraft pur- 
poses were, at times during World War II and in Korea, brought to bear 
against enemy ground installations and troops with deadly effect. The 
same versatility is now given to ground-to-air missiles, he pointed out. 
The occasion might well occur, he said, when such missiles would not 





be needed for their primary purpose, but when their destructive powe 
would add terrifically to the support of ground operations. 

It is interesting to recall that this dual-purpose potential of th 
artillery missile was forecast in THE JOURNAL a year ago. In the iggy 
of 26 October 1957, a dispatch from a JOURNAL reporter at Ent AFB.

Gen. Medaris said that the Hercules is fully transportable and readily 
fired from unprepared emplacements. 


IT WAS SUBSEQUENTLY pointed out that a Nike Hercules battery was 
moved from White Sands to Eglin AFB recently, set up at an unprepared 
site, and six “birds” fired. The first hit a drone jet plane and made a 
direct hit, while the second burst among the debris of the first. The 
remaining four missiles also hit their targets. 


REPORTERS TRIED, by rephrasing their questions, to get Gen. Medaris 
to say something that would give an indication as to when production 
of the forthcoming Nike Zeus anti-missile missile would start. Finally 
one reporter asked when he might be invited to Charlotte to see the 
Zeus under production. Gen. Medaris replied smilingly “you’re young 
enough.” 


SHOULD THE NEW NASA capture the Army’s scientific team at 
Redstone Arsenal, it might conceivably delay development of the anti- 
missile Zeus. Gen. Medaris said in reply to questions that while the 
Douglas-Bell Laboratories-Western Electric team was doing the major 
R&D on Zeus that the Redstone team was continually in the picture 
in that it performs considerable supporting research on the missile. 


ALL NIKE BATTERY COMMANDERS should be senior captains, 
according to General Charles E. Hart, Army Air Defense Commander. 
The general told the annual meeting of the Association of the 

U. S. Army in Washington that the Nike commanders’ responsibilities 
“are perhaps the greatest ever placed on company grade officers 

in the history of the United States Army. Although the Nike commander 
should be a senior and experienced captain, General Hart said, “many 
of our battery commanders are lieutenants and doing a creditable job.” 


MORE MARINE CORPS MAJORS in the Leatherneck Air Reserve will 
be given command of squadrons under a new accent-on-youth policy 
inaugurated by Marine Air Reserve Commander, Brig. Gen. Frank c. 
Croft. Many squadrons currently are led by lieutenant colonels and 
colonels. The senior officers are being moved to staffs and to wing 
and group billets. 


CHAPLAIN SHORTAGES, as described in the story on page 3, are not 
necessarily limited to the Army. Air Force officials report about

Claims Court Scores “Arbitrary” Actions 
Of Army Disability Retirement Boards 


Actions of Army retirement boards 
have been severely criticized by the U. S. 
Court of Claims in a decision awarding 
disability retired pay to Maj. Morris B. 
Brown, AUS. 

In Major Brown’s case, the Court said, 
“the Army retiring board and the Disabil- 
ity Review Board, acted arbitrarily, ca- 
priciously, and in a grossly erroneous 
manner, in disregard of the overwhelm- 
ing evidence before such boards, and to 
a certain extent, in violation of Army 
regulations.” 

Major Brown had been denied disability 
retirement pay for Service incurred 
bronchitis and a psychoneurotic disorder. 

Despite military and medical records 
from 1918 which showed no bronchial or 
mental disorders prior to his entrance on 
active duty in 1942, the Army ruled that 
his mental disturbances began in 1920 
and that he was not disabled from active 
duty by reason of chronic-bronchitis, 

The court noted that Major Brown, 
who had an excellent military record, had 
been subjected to exceptional strains in 


being assigned as both court martial 
counsel in Paris and highway officer 
transporting supplies to the Battle of the 
Bulge, at the same time. His duties, the 
Court said, often required him to work 
for 24-hour stretches, 


During his hospitalization, both in 
Europe and the U. S., the Court noted, 
Major Brown received no treatment and 
was interviewed only once by an Army 
psychiatrist. 

The Army’s logic in denying Major 
Brown a service-connected disability find- 
ing, the Court said, was based primarily 
on the report of the one psychiatrist, to 
the exclusion of all other evidence in the 
records, 


In a close case, the Court noted, it 
would be inclined to give great weight to 
the findings of Army boards. But, the 
Court said, “we are persuaded that this 
was in no sense a Close case.” 


Major Brown was awarded disability 
retired pay from his release from active 
duty in 1945.

MediCare Chief Eases Milles 


For Families Residing Apart 


Civilian medical care for Service fami- 
lies residing apart from their military 
sponsors can now be automatically con- 
tinued when the sponsor returns home. 

This is allowed under a new MediCare 
policy clarification issued by Dependents 
Medical Care Director Brig. Gen. Floyd 
L. Wergeland, USA. 


The policy change covers two specific 
situations: continued hospital care when 
a dependent is re-joined by his or her 
military sponsor after the onset of an 
illness; and continued pre-natal or ma- 
ternity care if the husband returns home 
during the period of care or hospitaliza- 
tion. 

Under previous medical care policy, 
dependents have been required to ob- 
tain a MediCare Permit (Department of 
Defense Form 1251) in order to continue 
civilian care when the military sponsor 
took up even temporary residence with 
his family. The old regulations provided 





that the permit had to be obtained when 
ever the dependents were “residing with 
the sponsor.” 

The new regulations, issued by General 
Wergeland, provide that: 

@ Dependents hospitalized for care au- 
thorized under the MediCare program 
and who reside apart from their sponsor 
may complete their authorized hospit 
care and necessary readmissions within 
14 days of discharge without obtaining 
a special MediCare Permit, even though 
their sponsor technically takes uP resi 
dence with them; and 

© Maternity care which is begun while 
the wife is residing apart from her mili- 
tary husband, may be continued without 
a MediCare permit, even when the hus 
band returns home. A MediCare permits 
required for this continued maternity 
care only if the wife changes physicians 
for reasons other than death or illness 
of the attending physician.

HILE carefully avoiding the release 
of any figures revealing production 
rates, officials of the Army and the Doug- 
las Aircraft Company made it clear to 
newsmen attending the first public 
showing of the 
Douglas - Nike 
plant here that 
the advanced 
Nike Hercules 
missile is com- 
ing off the pro- 
duction line ata 
high rate. 

The plant, 
which Douglas 
took over to 
build the earlier 
Nike Ajax three 
years ago with 
a men it 
brought from 
California, now 
employs 2,150 
workers in 50 acres of building space on 
a 78 acre lot in the city of Charlotte. 

While officials would say only that “xX” 
number of missiles are being produced 
daily, skilled observers estimated that 
dozens of completed “birds” are being 
shipped out daily to launching sites and 
training areas. 

The present work force is on a single 
shift basis. 


During a lunch at the plant, a Defense 
Department announcement was released

After the visiting reporters made a 
tour of the six major buildings they were 
told by Mr. Sheldon P. Smith, General

“We are still accelerating,” Mr. Smith 
said, “we have not reached our peak, In 
fact, our productivity has exceeded our 
expectations. Furthermore, we are in a 
position to increase production greatly.

In 
addition, we could put in more machines 
and employ more workers per shift and 
vastly boost our output for any emer- 
gency.” 

Maj. Gen. John B. Medaris, USA, com- 
manding general of the Army Ordnance 
Missile Command, pointed out that the

pany.”

Nike-H Poses 
Second Threat 


CuHaRLoTTE, N. C. 

The Army’s Nike Hercules 
ground-to-air missile has added a 
second threat — firing against 
ground targets. 

Army officials revealed to re- 
porters visiting the Douglas Air- 
craft company’s plant here that 
Hercules missiles have been fired 
with accuracy against ground tar- 
gets. Several successful ground-to- 
ground test firings have been held. 

Further development, it was said, 
will provide tactical utility for the 
system in this secondary surface- 
to-surface role, and the develop- 
ment effort is proceeding accord- 
ing to plan. 

In discussing this phase of the 
Nike Hercules, Maj. Gen. John B. 
Medaris recalled that earlier con- 
ventional antiaircraft guns, while 
not designed primarily for firing 
against ground targets, were often 
so used, and effectively. The same 
would be true of the Hercules, he 
said.

The Nike Zeus, anti-missile missile, 
now under development will be built in 
the Charlotte plant when it is ready to 
go into production. 

It was also revealed that the Zeus, al- 
though designed primarily to intercept in- 
coming missiles, particularly those of the 
ballistic type, will also be capable of in- 
tercepting incoming aircraft or air 
breathing missiles. 





North American Wins Utility Jet Contract 


The Air Force has selected North 
American Aviation, Inc., Los Angeles, to 
produce a new twin-jet trainer, known 
as the T-39, 

The T-39 has a cruising speed of 500 
miles per hour and a range of 1,400 
miles, It can be used as a jet proficiency 
trainer, a cargo plane, a navigator train- 





er, tow target, chase plane, or as an air 
ambulance. 

The Air Force said the new utility jet 
trainer is being purchased to replace 
obsolete propeller-driven aircraft as they 
are phased out of its aircraft inventory. 

Delivery of the first plane is expected 
within a year. 





ARPA Authorizes Solid Propellant 
Research; Other Missile Developments 


Negotiations will soon begin between 
major US chemical firms and the mili- 
tary services for the development of ad- 
vanced solid propellant fuels for future 
military missiles. 

Under an authorization from the De- 
fense Department’s Advanced Research 
Projects Agency, the Army, Navy and 
Air Force will soon begin negotiations 
for new propellant development work 
with the American Cyanamid, Dow 
Chemical, Esso Research & Engineering, 
and the Minnesota Mining & Manufac- 
ture Companies, 

Authorization for the contracts, worth 
between $1 and $2 million each, follows 
a recent competitive bid among 30 Amer- 
ican chemical companies. 

Approximately $20 million has been 
made available to ARPA for the solid 
propellant development program during 
this fiscal year.

Senator Saltonstall has suggested that 
the weapons system procurement con- 
cept be expanded to include all major 
military operational systems. The House 
Subcommittee, which, in the past, has 
frowned on the diminishing amount of 
competitive bidding in Government con- 
tracts, could take an opposing stand. 


The Hebert group will open hearings 
about 17 November, and is expected to 
get into the weapons system contract 
phase on about the 24th. The Subcom- 
mittee is hopeful it will be ready to 
present a report or program to Chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of the full 
Committee soon after Congress meets in 
January. 


The U. S. Chamber of Commerce has 
disclosed that one of the “improvements” 
called for by the plan which it is now 
preparing will, like the Saltonstall plan, 
place “greater reliance” on the weapons 
system type of procurement. 


Under the weapons system procure- 
ment system, the job of producing a 
weapon is awarded to a single company, 
a prime contractor, who picks the sub- 
contractors he needs, conforming, as ex- 
plained by the Chamber, “to Government 
procedures designed to assure maximum 
use of small business.” 


The Chamber states that at present, 
“less than half the dollar volume of con- 
tracts are of the ‘weapons system’ type. 
The rest are made up of prime contracts 
for separate parts of weapons.” 

When a single company is given re- 
sponsibility for producing every element 
needed to make a weapon effective, the 
Chamber asserts that the company “can 
proceed more efficiently and more quick- 
ly than would be the case when several 
companies have equal responsibility for 
several elements of the weapon.”
